WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Im- 
mediately after President Hoover 
had reappointed the entire person- 
nel of the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion, consisting of five members, 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
yesterday served notice that he 
would oppose the confirmation of 
two of the nominees, on the 
ground that they have been t 
friendly to the radio trust,” ahd 
that one of them has been “play- 


Wheeler is a member of the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee to which the nominations 
were referred. 

The names of the commissioners 
and the respective terms for which 
they were reappointed, follow: Ira 
E. Robinson (chairman), two 
years; Eugene 0. Sykes, three 
years; William D. L. Starbuck, four 
years; roid A. Lafount, five 
years, Charlies McK. Saltzman, 
six years.” 

The nominations of the five 
members .were approved today by 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, after a separate vote 
on each nominee. 

Chairman Couzens (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, declined to give the detail 
of the votes in committee, saying 
only there was “a substantial ma- 
jority” for each nominee. These 
members were absent: Howell 
(Rep.), Nebraska; Brookhart 
(Rep.). Iowa: Smith (Dem.). 
South Carolina: Pittman (Dem.). 
Nevada: Hawes (Dem.). Missouri. 
and Tydings (Dem.). Maryland. 
Couzens announced he would make 
an effort to bring up the nomina- 
tions for confirmation today. 


Two Factions in Board. 


Saltzman and Starbuck are op- 
posed by Wheeler. At a recent 
hearing before the Senate Commit- 


Richey, secretary to President 
Hoover, had “suggested” to Saltz- 
man the selection of Thad Brown 
as general counsel for the com- 


man, Starbuck and Lafount rushed 
the selection through, without any 
previous notice to Commissioner 
Sykes, who is head of the legal 
department, or to Chairman Rob- 
inson, and regardless of their re- 
quest for time in which to ex- 
amine the nominee's qualifications. 

Brown who served as Hoover's 
pre-convention campaign manager 
in Ohio in 1928, previously was 
counsel for the Federal Power 
Commission. 

The commission has consistent- 
ly divided in two factions with 
Saltzman, Starbuck and Lafount 
comprising a majority, and pur- 
suing a policy of extreme indul- 
gence toward the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America: while Chairman 
Robinson and Sykes vainly de- 
manded more protection for the 
public, and greater. consideration 
for the indépendence of the radio 
industry.

police headquarters, “where Hoff- 
man was taken before Chief of 
Police Gerk and invited to relate 


“Well, Chief,” he began, “after 
those five men kidnaped me in 
that holdup they put smoked 
glasses on me so I could hardly 
see their faces. They. drove me to 
some building where they kept me 
awhile. A little while later they 
moved me to another place. Last 
night they took me to the place 
where I was found. Every time 
they moved me they made me wear 
smoked glasses. 

“They treated me all right in a 
way, but they robbed me of $114 
I carried and kept telling me they 
wanted $25,000. 

“J told them: Hell, I haven't got 
any money like that.’ They said: 
‘Well, you or your gang’s going to 
raise it or you'll be out of luck.’ 

How can I get it?’ I asked 
them. 

“*Your pals or partners have it, 
they said. Tou can get in touch 
with Dan Murphy.“ (Murphy is a 
wealthy circus owner, race horse 
plunger and backer of Hoffman.) 

How can I get in touch?’ I 
asked them. ‘Write a note to 
them,’ they came back. 

“Well, Chief, they gave me paper 
and pencil and made me scribble 
a note to Murphy. I wrote: ‘For 

' sake, get the money and 
give it to these fellows.’ They put 
the note in an envelope and mailed 
it to Murphy. 

“So far as I know Murphy got 
the letter. I don’t know whether 
he paid any ransom or not. i'm 
sure tickled to death to be alive 
and out in the sunshine.” 

Gillman and Pepe, two of the 
prisoners 4aken.at the Bayless ave- 
nue resort, wers described by po- 
lice as members of the “‘gas-house 
gang,” hanging around Third and 
Convent strééts” and associating 
with Cuckoo gangsters. Police say 
the kidnaping of Hoffman and 
three previous abductions of East 
Side gamblers were planned by 
Cuckoo gangsters. Gillman and 
the others arrested are thought 
to be tools of other gangsters who 
are sought. 

Jess Ruebling, East Side gambler 
and former proprietor of St. Louis 
County gambling houses, was kid- 
naped in St. Louis last week and 
held for more than 48 hours at the 
Bayless avenue House, being re- 
leased after he gave his guards a 
$5000 check.: 

' Previously “Mulepole” Fritz and 
Harry King, handbook eperators, 
were abducted and held until $63,- 
000 was paid to their captors. The 
kidnapings followed shortly upon 
underworld gossip that the gam- 
blers had made “big killings” and 
were “ripe for picking.” 

Terrorized by the kidnapings and 
hoidups at their stores, several lo- 
cal bookmakers are reported to 
have left St. Louis. 

White the kidnaped bookmaker 
was being rescued, his brother. 
Carl Hoffman, also a bookmaker, 
and his backer, David Daniel Mur- 
phy, were questioned at headquar- 
ters by Chief of Detectives Kaiser. 
They insisted they had not re- 
ceived any demands from the kid- 
napers and had not paid $10,000 
$15,000 or any other amount. 

Murphy, circus owner and racing 

plunger, was present Tuesday night 
when Jacob Hoffman was carried 
away by five armed and masked 
men who held up and robbed 20 
men at the headquarters of the 
Mississippi Valley Showmen's As- 
sociation and D. D. Murphy Shows, 
Inc., on the second floor at 112 
North Broadway, over Hoffman's 
handbook establishment and cigar 
store. Murphy said the kidnapers 
were masked and he could not 
identify them. 
The kidnaping of Hoffman and 
the others will be investigated by 
the grand jury. The jury was not 
in session today, but Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Lennon went to Po- 
Headquarters to obtain state 
ments from the Hoffman brothers 
and Murphy. 

Tells of Ruebling’s Release.

‘if you don’t call up your gang and 
tell them to turn Jess loose within 
six hours,” Ruebling’s friend told 
the emissary. — ; 

“With a knife held against his 
neck, this man went to a nearby 
telephone and called a certain num- 
ber. He told whoever answered 
that he was just as much a prison- 
er as Jess was and would be a 
‘croppy’ unless Jess were released. 

“It so happened that Ruebling’s 
guards were drunk and delayed re- 
leasing him. Some of the kidnapers’ 
gang then drove to the Bayless 
avenue house. When they failed to 
arouse the guards they broke in 
windows, took Ruebling out aad 
drove him to wood, from 
which point he returned to his 
home. 

Ruebling refused to help. police 
by telling where he had been kept, 
but the information leaked out. 
We received this tip: ‘Go to Bayless 
road. You'll see a house with the 
windows smashed in. You'll prob- 
ably find Hoffman in that bouse.’ 
And that’s just what we did.” 

The house in which Hoffman 
and Ruebling were detained is the 
same place in which Deputy Pro- 
hibition Administrator James Dil- 
lon was shot in the peck by the 
proprietor, Sinovich, in a liquor 
raid in June, 1926. Dillon recov- 
éred. Sinovich, charged with as- 
sault to kill, was discharged in Fed- 
eral court when the raid was ruled 
to be illegal. Records show Sino- 
vich had been arrested three times 
for liquor law violations, and has 
gone free, although his companions 
were punished. 

Police records show that Claude 
Gillman, a chauffeur, of 2621 Vit- 
ter street, has. been picked up 16 
times since 1920, wsually on us 
picion of robbery; and released. 
His last arrest was Feb. 10 on. 
peace disturbance charge. 

John Pepe, 3320 Plum street, the 
records show, has been pickéd up 
24 times since 1925, usually sus- 
pected of robpery. He has been 
fined twice for speeding. 

There is no record of John Sino- 
vich, although his father, Joseph 
Sinovich, is listed. 

The penalty in Missouri for the 
crime of kidnaping either a child 
or an adult, for the purpose of 
ransom or reward, is death, or 
imprisonment in the penitentiary 
from five years to life at the dis- 
cretion of the jury. | 

Three of the recent kidnapings 
occurred on the East Side, and are 
subject to the Illinois kidnaping 
law.

Texas Organization Asks for 
$50,000 for Attacks 
: Over Radio. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUSTIN, Tex, Feb. 21.—Two 
agencies organized to form inde- 
pendent merchants into a group to 
oppose alleged encroachment on 
their business by the chain stores, 
are at odds today, after the Texas 
Anti-Chain Association of Austin 
had filed suit in Federal Court 
here agairist W. K. Henderson and 
the Hello-World Broadcasting Cor- 
poration of Shreveport, La. 

The Texas Association asks for 
$50,000 damages against Hender- 
son and the broadcasting corpor- 
ation for alleged “circulation of 
malicious, willful, wrongful, false 
and defamatory” statements about 
the plaintiff and its managers. 

Barton Breden, president of the 
association, wrote a protest to Ira 
E. Robinson of Washington, chair- 
man of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission complaining of “willful, 
malicious and libelous attacks, 
false and defamatory in every par- 
ticular,” made on the Texas As- 
sociation by Hentderson. 

The petition sets out that the 
Texas Anti-Chain Association had 
been incorporated under the laws 
of Texas Jan. 29, 1930, one of its 
chief aims being to promote “the 
welfare and enlarge the business 
of independent merchants and 
other owners of independent en- 
terprises. 

It is alleged that Henderson be- 
gan to attack and denounce over 
his broadcasting station “what is 
commonly known as ‘chain stores’ 
and his denunciation of such en- 
terprises made and circulated over 
said broadcasting station was and 
has continued to be so violent that 
it has thereby achieved consider- 
able notoriety throughout the 
United States.” 

The petition said he had sent to 
Texas and other states ai large 
number of representatives to or- 
ganize opponents of the chain 
store system and to collect sub- 
scriptions te be used by him at his 
discretion. 

It is charged that “as soon as it 
became apparent that the activities 


dot the plaintiff would make it im- 


possible for the defendants to ex- 
tend their organization to Texas 
and to collect revenues therefore 
among independent business ele- 
ment of Texas, the defendants 
thereupon began to circulate false 
and malicious reports about and 
concerning plaintiffs and its man- 
agers.”’

Too much dependence upon the 
personal equation constitutes the 
greatest fault of the present-day 
plane, Lawrance, to whom Presi- 
dent Coolidge presented the Cols« 
lier Trophy in 1928 awarded annu- 
ally by the National Aeronautical 
Association for the ‘greatest 
achievement in aviation, said: He 
developed the air-cooled motor in 
the face of skepticism. 


Despite the defects of the mod- 


ern plane, Lawrance observed that 


aircraft development had pro- 
gressed to such an extent since the 
World War that “the airplane of 
today is about as much like the 
airplane of war times as Prof. Ein- 
stein resembles a Patagonian chief 
both are men, built on the same 
model, but their similarity ceases 
there.”

WHO PASSED THE VOLSTEAD ACT? 

The national prohibition act, popu- 
larly known as the Volstead act, was 
passed at the special session of the 
Sixty-sixth Congress, by a first vote of 
287 to 100. 

That this vote was cast in the ex- 
pectation that President Wilson would 
veto the bill seems to be proved by 
what happened after he did veto it. 
The veto message was sent to Con- 
gress on Oct, 27, 1919. The bill con- 
tained provisions for the enforcement 
of war-time prohibition, as well as for 
general enforcement. President Wil- 
son holding that war-time prohjbition 
was no longer necessary, vetoed it on 
that ground. | 

Within four hours of the receipt of 
the veto message, Congress passed the 
bill again, over the veto, but what was 
the vote now? 

This Congress consisted of a total of 
529 members, 433 in the House and 96 
in the Senate. Passage of the bill over 
the President’s veto being evidently a

ROYALTY GETS A HORN. 

Prince Nicholas of Rumania upholds the ancient 
royal tradition by driving his auto as ruthlessly as 
ever Roman Emperor drove a chariot.

A 
few months ago he won fame by kicking in the stom-

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DETROIT’S NEW FARE SCHEDULE. 
Detroit announces a flat 8-cent fare for street cars 
and busses with no transfer charge and 10 tickets for 
75 cents. Present fares are 10 cents for busses and 6 
cents for street cars, with a 4-cent charge for trans 
ferring from latter to former. The effect of the read- 
justment will be to increase by $2,000,000 a year the 
revenue of the municipally-owned street car system. 
The Detroit News explains why it became necessary 
to make this change. 
When the city took over the street car lines in 
1922, it agreed to pay the purchase price of 319,850, 
000 in 10 years.

Present tendency is to replace gates and flagmen with automatic signals to safeguard 
railway crossings; objections to barriers are slow action, breakage expense and 
errors of human factor; opinion from 11 states favors visible rather than audible 
warnings, with flashing lights first; bells alone are found to be inadequate. 


tion, it is shown by data from public 

service authorities of 11 states, there is 
now some tendency to substitute automatic 
signals, such as lights, bells or wig-wags, 
for gates and flagmen. This is a live ques- 
tion in St. Louis, where, after considerable 
opposition, one railroad company has been 
permitted to make this substitution in cer- 
tain caSes temporarily as an experiment. 

The 11 states covered in this report all 
have control over grade crossing protection, 
although due weight is given to the cities’ 
wishes in reaching any decision.

| N the matter of grade crossing protec- 


Economy seems to be the leading motive 
in seeking to do away with crossing gates. 
One heavy item of expense, sometimes 
overlooked in connection with this, is 
breakage. In Pennsylvania alone, 1015 
vehicles were driven through gates in 1928 
A second consideration is slow action—dif- 
ficulty in handling in heavy traffic. The 
breakage figures furnish some of the tes- 
timony thereto. Another point is that with 
gates there usually is not a full 24-hour 
service, which means that the crossing is 
entirely unprotected part of the time and 
creates a condition both misleading and 
dangerous. 

Other reasons given for doing away with 
+ gates are: Operators often must be sta- 
tioned where visibility ig poor; gates freeze 
in winter; where there are several tracks, 
vehicles may be “shut in” on a crossing; 
unreliability of the human factor, especial- 
ly where old “pensioners” are used as op- 
erators; people obey automatic signals 
more readily than they do another human 
being. 

City officials often oppose the removal 
of gates in favor of signal devices. The 
state authorities, who as a rule are more 
kindly disposed toward this procedure, be- 
lieve that this attitude is often due to un-

willingness to adopt an untried scheme in 
Place of one with-which they have had long 
experience. 

There are, unfortunately, few figures to 
show whether signals afford more or less 
safety than gates. Grade crossing accident 
records, of course, are available, but usual- 
ly not in such shape as to enlighten us. 
The best records obtained show different 
results in different states. ; 

California in 1928 had 66 accidents at 
107 crossings protected by gates: 206 at 
206 protected by flagmen, and 84 at 2219 
where signals were used. This shows an 
overwhelming victory for signals, but it is 
quite likely that the latter are used largely 
where traffic is negligible. In Pennsyl- 
vania, reports for the same year show 89 
accidents at 728 crossings with gates, 142 
at 648 with flagmen, and 93 at 469 with 
signals. Here, gates make the best showing. 
Obviously the only way to arrive at any 
definite conclusion would be to keep “be- 
fore and after” records at a number of 
crossings—allowing, perhaps, for normal 
increase in traffic over the period. 

+ * 


Signal devices— the best ones— indicate 
“danger” when out of order. The railroad 
companies usually are required to protect 
crossings with watchmen in cases where 
failures take place. The only comments on 
the number of breakdowns were that fail- 
ures seldom occurred. 

As to the best devices, opiniohs differ, 
but seem to favor visible rather than audi- 
ble signals—if anything, flashlights first of 
all. Some states require devices approved 
by railway or other associations. One siate 
definitely reports that bells alone are in- 
adequate. In this connection it is interesting 
to note from a recent press account that 
Ohio, following a fatal accident at a bell 

crossing, plans a thorough inves- 
tigation of this phase of the subject.

MAN WHO ADMITS 9 MURDERS 
WON'T FIGHT EXTRADITION 


Poisoning of New York Watchman 
Only Killing of Which Defi- 
nite Record Is Found. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 21.—James 
Baker, who says he killed eight 
men with poison and shot another 
to death, said he would not fight 
extradition to New York where, 
he declared, he poisoned Henry 
Gaw, watchman in the Guggen- 
heim Laboratory. Dec. 28. 1928. The 
Gaw murder was the only one of 
the nine of which a definite rec- 
ord was found yesterday after 
Baker had made his confession to 
Detroit polite. 

In connection with his story of 
placing poison in a keg of beer on 
the tanker Gulfport in 1927. caus- 
ing the death of three men, Baker 
was asked if any of the men were 
his enemies. He said they were 
not but “some of the boys didn’t 
like me because I wouldn't drink.”

Food of the right kind will, if 
given a fair chance, produce those 
signs of good health that make for 
good looks—namely, a clear skin, 
good color, bright eyes, energy, 
etc. In addition to food there must 
be plenty of fresh air, sunlight, 
water, sleep and exercise. 

Foods must be of the kind that 
provide for renewal of body tissue 
and for proper elimination. Auto- 
intoxication and a sluggish liver 
account for a great proportion of 
the dollars spent for complexion 
beautifiers. 

In working out a beauty diet by 
means of the right kind of foods, 
there are several rules to keep in 
mind of which the following are 
most important: 

Avoid an éxcessive use of fat. 

not eat more than one sweet at 
a meal. Use as many of the vita- 
min foods as possible, Use 
cereals and plenty of bulk foods, 
such as raw: vegetables, fruit, 
salads, cabbage, spinach, celery, 
onions, beets. Drink at least 
six glasses of water a day.

But the popular American 
driver was born in Russia and has 
a deep attachment to the Russian 
people and the country.

Was the Czar’s 
trainer of horses. 

It was Caton’s father who 
brought the first American race 
horses to Russia. That was half a 
century ago, Today, most of the 
horses of the Russian turf are 
half-American and half-Russian.
